The formal adoption of the gold
standard by the United Btates in the Alnanoial
moasurs enacted (ntolaw last month, is having
a greater effect upon European capital than fe
generally realized in this country,

In the rallway list the heaviest trading was
in Pennsylvania, and in spite of the final reac-
tion In the market [t closed fractionally higher
than yesterday. The only othar active rallway
stook that made as good a showing was Mie-
souri Pacific, Minor Issues that closed
materially higher were Hocklng Valley
and Lake Frie and Western 1ssues. As
a rule the stocks that have recently
enjoved aharp advances folt the effect of profit
taking and of «fforts to force a reaction in
prices. This was coneplouously true of Bouthe
